1  Female  -  Meningitis.  aged  1.  Not  notified. 
There  had  been  no  refusal  or  wilful  neglect  by  Doctors  in 
Truro  to  notify  Tuberculosis.

Thirty  three  patients  wore  removed  to  the  City  Isolation 
Hospital.  Of  these,  nine  came  from  the  Rural,  and  one  from 
an  outside  area.  There  was  one  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever, 
and  one  Per-.-Typhoid  3.  amongst  tliese  cases. 


There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
due  to  premature  birth. 

Water,  Drainage,  Schools,  Meat,  and  Slaughter  Houses,  and 
Milk  safeguarding  have  all  been  given  the  usual  attention. 

Further  particulars  regarding  Public  Health  services  arc 
the  same  as  put  forth.  in  my  Report  for  1938.
